L o n d o n , June 8—The city is 
to-day over the verdict in the 
brated baeearet trial. 
It was an­ 
nounced at IO o’clock this forenoon, 
and is against Sir William Gordon 
Cummings. 
The 
verdict was unexpected, be 
cause of the sentim ent th at prevailed 
Monday when Sir Edward Clarke, lead­ 
ing counsel for the plaintiff, Sir Wil­ 
liam Gordon-Cumming, severely cen­ 
sured the Prince of Wales for the part 
he took in the affair a t Tran by Croft. 
T bs spectators were fairly amazed at 
th# bold statements of th* lawyer. The 
eloquent attorney made a brilliant plea 
for his client, and when he had con­ 
cluded Sir William’s chances were 
much brighter. On his conclusion the 
court adjourned for the day. 
The prince occupied his accustomed 
place beside the lord ohief justice 
when court convened. 
Sir Charles 
Russell continued his speech and 
followed by Solicitor General 
Sir 
Edward Clarke. 
Sir Edward Clark-3 commenced by 
saying th at it had been the “common 
talk” that the prince of Wales’ con­ 
tinual presence rn court during the 
trial of this suit had been for the pur­ 
pose of restraining the tongues of the 
lawyers engaged in the case from com­ 
menting upon the prince of Wales* 
connection with it. This rem ark caused 
a sensation, but it was nothing to w hat 
followed the 
further utterances of 
counsel for the plaintiff. 
Continuing, Sir Edward Clark intip 
mated that the presence of the prince 
of Wales in court would not prevent 
him from making any comment neces­ 
sary, saying that he (counsel) had a 
painful duty to perform, and that 
he 
intended 
to 
perform 
it hon­ 
estly 
and 
fairly. 
His 
opponents 
had 
always 
been 
careful 
to 
allude to him, counsel for the plaintiff, 
as the ‘ ‘solicitor-general. ” 
“While I 
am proud of th at title,” he added, **1 
m ust remind the jury th at I appear in 
this case simply as an English barris­ 
ter, and am obliged to disregard friend­ 
ships and even my own interests and 
comment on the conduct and evidence 
of one of the highest in the land.” 
Sir Edward Clarke, as he uttered 
these 
last 
words, 
turned squarely 
around until he faced the prince of 
Wales, upon whom every eye in court 
was then 
fixed, and who nervous­ 
ly 
crossed 
his 
legs, 
while 
the 
audienoe 
was 
utterly 
aghast 
at 
w hat was 
considered 
to 
be 
the 
audacity of the solicitor general. 
In 
several directions the whispered com­ 
ment: “ Why, he is going to attack the 
prince of Wales,” was distinctly heard 
and caused all attention to be riveted 
upon plaintiff’s counsel. 
After -some 
further rem arks Sir Edward created a 
decided sensation by saying: 
'‘Sir Charles bas suggested to you that this 
OSM means more to Sir William Qordon-Cum- 
ming than mere acquittal of tho offense oi 
cheating. It means his honor and his lifa 
As Sir Charles has said, aa unfavorable tot- 
Met would compel him to leave the am p 
et his country to which he had dedicated 
the beet part of his Itta I take this opportunity 
to bsf th at it is improbable th at anyone can re­ 
move the name of William Qordon-Cum ming 
from the army rolls as lieutenant colonel and 
allow th at of the prince of Wales as field m ar 
aha! and Owen W illiams ae general to remain." 
This bold statem ent seemed to com­ 
pletely take away the breath of the au­ 
dience, and caused by far the greatest 
sensation of the entire tria l A hushed 
murmur of astonishment, 
not 
un­ 
mixed with dismay and some irrita­ 
tion, and taking several seconds, swept 
here and there about the courtroom 
like breakers on a rooky coast. 
One 
must thoroughly understand the almost 
religions worship of royalty which pre­ 
vails throughout Great Britain to d e a r­ 
ly understand the foil meaning, the 
crushing significance of the solicitor 
general’s words, aimed directly a t the 
heir apparent. It warn as if a thunder 
d a p had suddenly shaken the building 
and as if a flash of lightning tied 
unexpectedly revealed the prince of 
Wales in colors totally unexpected— 
those of a common mortal, subject to 
the laws of England and, according to 
the solicitor general’s intimation, a pos­ 
sible violator of the military regula­ 
tions to the extent that his name was 
liable to be struck from the army list. 
Amidst this storm the prince of 
Wales sat on the bench to thedeft of the 
lord chief justice, immovable, not a 
muscle of bis face apparently twitch­ 
ing, leaning his head on his hand and 
endeavoring to appear totally 
un­ 
concerned. 
He merely gazed coolly at 
Sir Edward Clarke 
as if nothing 
had 
happened, 
while 
the 
great 
lawyer 
went 
on 
to 
dissect 
the 
Wilsons and plead his client’s cause. 
The plaintiff. Sir William Gordon 
Cumming, was as dignified as ever, and 
according to all outward signs utterly 
unruffled and supremely calm and col­ 
lected. 
Sir Edward showed his hand with re­ 
gard to the line he proposed to take on 
several questionable matters, and said 
he should ask for damages which should 
be adequate, if not to the wealth of 
“the Wilsons” or the position of Sir 
William Gordon Cummings, woald at 
least 
show 
that 
the jury had no 
doubt on the points at issue. Then he 
called attention to the hospitality at 
Tranby Croft, and said that without 
suggesting 
that 
the 
party 
there 
had 
been 
guilty 
of 
overindul­ 
gence, yet he maintained that their 
condition 
was 
not 
favorable 
to 
oool, keen observation and judgment. 
This suggestion that the party was 
under the influence of champagne 
caused another flutter in the audience. 
Sir Edward was only saying words 
which exist in the mind of the general 
public, but that he should be so bold 
to dare say them is a rem arkable fact 
and is universally regarded as one of 
the sensations of the case.

L a n c a s t e r , Wis., June 9.—In the 
trial of Rose Zoldoslcy for murder on 
Monday James Stewart, David Davis 
and D. L. Constantine, three Richland 
Center storekeepers, each testified that 
on the day before Ella Malley died 
they sold chocolate creams to Rose 
Zoldosky.

Very 
careful attention is being directed to 
every element of the offensive and de­ 
fensive power of the vessels of other 
countries, especially of those of the 
United States recently designed by the 
construction, engineering and ordnance 
departments, which are acknowledged 
as possessing many valuable features. 
Lord Brassey sums up the ideal navy 
in two phases—first, defence against 
invasion, 
and 
secondly, 
protection 
of commerce. Some of the members of 
the adm irality add 
an 
im portant 
amendment, th at the duty of the gov­ 
ernm ent is not to rem ain strictly and 
solely on the defensive, especially in 
a struggle w ith another European 
power; but th at the navy should be 
able to do more than to guard the 
shores against invasion and to protect 
commerce. 
In other words, it is pro­ 
posed to m aintain such a navy as wrill 
be able to strike a t the enemy b^l 
blockading its commercial ports, and, 
as far as possible, sweeping its mer­ 
cantile m arine from the seas.

A few tim es w ill tire her 
very m uch a t first, and brin g on fits of 
coughing; b u t let her persevere and she 
w ill soon be able to do it ten or tw elve 
tim es a t each exercise.

OOT THE WORST OF IT. 
P h i l a d e l p h ia , June 9.—After being1 
attacked from all quarters regarding 
bis connection with the defunct Key­ 
stone bank Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker Monday went before the city 
council investigating committee and 
made a statem ent The statem ent was 
thorough and took up his connection 
with the bank in ail its details. 
In his 
statem ent the postmaster general said: 
“ The firm of Johu W anainaker had an ac­ 
count with the Keystone bank. On th is ac­ 
count the checks of the firm were drawn. The 
firm account, by arrangem ent w ith the bank, 
was made responsible for Mrs. W anam aker’s 
checks upon the bank, which for convenience 
were kept in a separate • account. 
I t was 
substantially one account under tw o heads. 
Mrs. W an&maker's 
account 
could not be 
overdrawn, while the firm account had a bal­ 
ance to its credit. Though our confidence a t 
th e tim e of the run in December was unshaken 
as business men it was, of course, more or lass 
im paired after the run. 
We kept up our de­ 
posits straight through the panic. A t the tim e 
the bank closed our total deposits had am ount­ 
ed to 61,363,896.79. 
“I have not been active in my m ercantile 
business since March, 1889, and know but lit­ 
tle of the details 
From the best inform ation 
I have the highest am ount of single-name 
paper 
was 
650.000, up to February, I860. 
In February, ISM), In addition to th is I had 
a discount of 650,000 for five months, which 
was understood to be personal to me Individ 
ually a t the time I received it. Any discounts 
beyond this are not properly chargeable to our 
account, aud may arise from the following oir 
cum stances: 
“On one occasion Mr. M arsh called on us 
I w ithout solicitation, saying th at he w anted 
j 660,000 of our paper, not for the Keystone 
• bank, but, 
as we understood, for country 
bffiiks or other of the bank's correspondents. 
W e gave it 
to him. 
For some tim e we 
pressed the bank to turn over the proceeds, 
and finally got them by piecemeal. 
Before 
this 
paper 
was 
paid 
we 
learned 
th a t 
it 
was 
in 
the 
K eystone 
bank, 
and 
we 
had 
an 
intim ation 
th a t 
It 
had 
been 
secured 
from 
us 
under 
some 
pressure for use a t the clearing house. For 
these loans we paid 6 per cent, interest, and 
they were all paid off as they became doe. 
did not know th a t my brother had entered ball 
for Mr. M arsh until I read the fact In the news­ 
papers while in the w est traveling.” 
Concerning the bogus stock, 
Mr. 
Wanainaker said he thought John C 
Lucas, the former president of the 
bank, was a rich man, and asked him 
to go into a deal on Reading railroad 
stock. 
Mr. Wanamaker said: 
••The agreem ent between us was verbal and 
to this effect, th a t Mr. Lucas was to personally 
supply certain sum s of money, as I called for 
them , and deposit the sam e to my personal 
account in the Keystone bank. 
In accord­ 
ance w ith th a t 
agreem ent 
from 
tim e to 
tim e I drew checks on th a t account to the ex 
ten t of about 660,0 )0 against the money which 
I believed was deposited by him, as per 
understanding. 
Upon 
several 
occasions 
when I notified Mr. Lucas th a t under our 
agreem ent 
money was needed he brought 
me stock of the K eystone bank, which he re­ 
quested me to use in lieu of the money, as 
was not convenient for him to furnish cash at 
the time. As a result, when he died I had in 
my possession 8,515 shares of the Keystone 
bank, so received by me from him. 
“A fter his death I found th a t he had not 
made the deposits to my credit, as he agreed, 
and th a t my account stood overdrawn. 
W hen 
I discovered this I could not find any explana­ 
tion, and attributed it to some oversight, 
im m ediately 
made 
th e 
account 
good 
closing 
it 
w ith 
comm ercial 
paper 
re­ 
ceived in my business, which was all duly paid. 
Mr. Lucas, therefore, did not in reality furnish 
a penny to me for the purchase of the Read­ 
ing su ck th a t I hold, and all I had for his 
share in the operation was the certificates of 
stock of the Keystone bank left w ith me 
collateral. 
“ I held this bank stock subject to an ad­ 
justm ent of the account, and Mr. M arsh s od 
Mrs. Lucas called on me in relation to it, but 
no settlem ent was made, though the former 
was very urgent. No intim ation was given 
th a t the stock was irregularly issued until Mf. 
M arsh shortly after the run on the bank In 
December last called it In question and de­ 
sired to have the stock returned to the bank. 
T his I declined to do, first, because I had 
not obtained it from the bank, but from John 
C. L ucas individually as his private property; 
secondly, 
because I 
did 
not believe the 
stock in my possession was overissued, and 
no proofs 
were 
ever 
offered 
th a t 
such 
was the case; and thirdly, because I was by no 
m eans certain th a t if the stock was over­ 
issued as stated my title against the hunk 
would be in any way affected. I simply con­ 
sidered the statem ent as an extrem e effort to 
get 
possession 
of 
the 
stock 
which 
I 
felt justly entitled to retain. I m aintained 
th is position until the bank was closed, and 
then, recognizing th a t the stock had no mon­ 
eyed value and being further assured th a t if it 
was surrendered to the Lucas estate it would 
help in the rehabilitation of the bank, I saw 
nothing to be gained by retaining it and there­ 
fore surrendered it when it was requested. 
“About 8 o'clock the night preceding the day 
the bank closed Mr. M arsh called on me in 
W ashington to say th a t he had been to the 
com ptroller and informed him of h it doubt 
about the stock and asked me w hether I oould 
in any way help the bank. I said: 'No' and the 
interview closed in three m inutes. I had no 
communication with a living being between 
th a t tim e and the closing of the bank.”

HOW INSECTS BREATHE. 


T h * W onderful M echanism w ith W hich 
T h ey A re P ro v id ed. 
It is really surprising how little we 
really know of the everyday things of 
life. 
We are more or less fam iliar with 
insects of various kinds, but how few 
of us have ever given a thought to the 
Wonderful mechanism of their bodies 
A writer gives the following interesting 
notes on their method of breathing, in 
California Fruit Grower: If we take 
any moderately large insect, say a wasp 
or a hornet, we can see, even with the 
naked eye, that series of small, spot­ 
like marks running along the side of 
the boily 
These apparent spots, which 
are eighteen or twenty in number, are. 
in fact, the apertures through which 
air is admitted into the system, and ars 
generally formed in suiA a manner thai 
no extraneous m atter can by any possi­ 
bility find entrance. Sometimes they 
are furnished with a pair of horny lips, 
which can be opened and closed at the 
will of the insect; in other cases they 
are densely fringed with stiff, interlac­ 
ing bristles, forming a filter which al­ 
lows air, and air alone, to pass. 
But 
the apparatus, of whatever character it 
may be, is always so wonderfully per- 
i feet in its action that it has been found 
Impossible to injure the body of a dead 
insect with even so subtle a .medium as 
spirits of wine, although the subject 
was first immersed in the fluid and then 
placed beneath the receiver of an air 
pump. The apertures in question com 
municate with two large breathing 
tulles, which extend through the entire 
length of the body 
From these main 
tubes are 
given 
off 
innumerable 
branches, which run in all directions, 
and continually divide and subdivide, 
until a wonderfully intricate network 
is formed, pervading every part of the 
structure and penetrating even to the 
antenna}.

28. 
The outbreak was much more seriou* 
than 
w a s at first reported and thq 
entire western departm ent of the is­ 
land is now under m artial law. 
Presi­ 
dent 
Hippolyte, whose govemmenl 
was threatened by the insurrection­ 
ists, has 
taken the most vigorous 
means to put down the rebellion and 
many of the rioters have been executed. 
The exact number of 
those 
wha 
have been pnt to death is unknown, bul 
according to the story told by the mes­ 
sengers on the Oranje Nassau, between 
fifty and one hundred had already been 
executed when the vessel left Port au 
Prince on June 2. 
The execution! 
were still 
going on at that 
time, 
and 
every 
day 
new 
victims 
were taken 
from 
the prison and 
shot down by Hippolyte’s soldiers. 
The town of Port au Prince is said to 
be in an utterly demoralized condition

Prince, where more than 200 politic­ 
al prisoners were 
confined. 
The 
mob was led by an ex-minister of the 
Legitime government. 
The prison 
authorities were not prepared for the 
attack and the doors were soon broken 
in and the prisoners released. 
In a 
short time the whole town was in an 
uproar. 
President Hippolyte himself 
was at church when the outbreak oc­ 
curred, and his followers, fearful thai 
the mob might attack him, locked the 
doors of the building and he remained 
there for some time in fear of his life. 
Meanwhile news of the violence al 
the prison had reached the barracks 
where Hippolyte’s soldiers were quar­ 
tered, and several regiments at onco 
turned out and hastened to the scene of 
the trouble. The rioters were still on 
the ground when the troops charged 
them. The first volley scattered the 
mob and many persons were killed. 
A 
hundred or more others were arrested ' 
on the spot by the soldiers and arrests j 
have been going on ever since. 
The outbreak seemed to have been 
precipitated by the killing of Ernest 
Rigaud, the largest m erchant at Port 
au Prince, by order of President Hip­ 
polyte. 
Rigaud, who alleged that he 
was a French subject, had been in Paris 
some 
time 
and 
had 
only 
re­ 
cently returned to Hayti. 
Rigaud was 
suspected of being in sympathy with 
the Legitime party and of aiding them. 
It was believed that he had brought 
from Paris a cargo of arms for the rebels. 
On Thursday morning. May 28, Presi­ 
dent Hippolyte went to the house of 
Rigaud, followed by a detachment of 
soldiers. The soldiers remained out­ 
side, while the president entered alone. 
Ile asked the merchant if he did 
not 
have 
guns 
concealed in the 
house. 
Rigaud 
answered that he 
had 
no 
guns 
in 
the 
house. 
Putting his hand on Rigaud's shoul­ 
der the president said: “Come with 
me.” They left the house together 
and stepped out in front of the wait­ 
ing soldiers. 
Without another word 
to Rigaud, Hippolyte stepped aside 
and 
gave 
the 
order 
to 
fire. 
Rigaud fell dead in 
front of his 
house. 
Hippolyte, no doubt, thought 
this would frighten the friends 
of 
Legitime, who contemplated an out­ 
break. 
But it seems to have roused 
them to fury, and the mob to attack 
the prison and release the political 
prisoners formed in a few hours. 
On Saturday morning, May SO, a 
nephew of Ernst Rigaua, who was as­ 
sociated with him in business, called 
at President 
Hippolyte’s 
house 
to 
ask 
about 
the 
killing 
of 
his 
uncle. 
The 
young 
man 
did not 
know that his uncle was shot by or­ 
der of the president. 
He believed it 
was done by the soldiers without or­ 
ders, and he intended to demand an in­ 
vestigation. As soon as he addressed 
the president and stated the object of 
his visit Hippolyte ordered him shot. 
He was at once dragged into the street 
and shot dead. 
About the same time Alexis Rossig- 
nol, an inoffensive and much esteemed 
man, was executed in the streets; an­ 
other man was put up against the 
cathedral 
wall and shot; seventeen 
were executed in a batch. 
I t is impos­ 
sible to enumerate in detail all the 
murders that have been perpetrated 
under the color of law. 
It is estimated 
from May 28 to June I 300 persons have 
been put to death. 
There is no fighting in the streets to 
excuse this massacre. 
Every execu­ 
tion is carried out in the most cold­ 
blooded way, the executioners being 
soldiers belonging to the most degraded 
type of men, who seem to enjoy the 
bloody task. 
Day and night the 
troops of Hippolyte patrol the street®, 
searching for persons suspected of 
being in sympathy with the insurgent 
party. 
Business 
is practically sus­ 
pended. The bodies of the rebels shot 
arc left lying in the streets for several 
hours as a warning to their friends. 
The officers of some of the German 
vessels in port went on shore to look 
at the dead bodies.
